That limos nru hard all over the world 
there id tin doubt livery da)- corau somo 
frciHli tidiu^a of distress caused by (lie 
dulliiosd of trude. In the Eastern States 
the shutting down "f oatton ami woolen 
mills, and only running other manufac- 
tories half tune, havu put many ])uo[>lo 
onl of employment. In I'aria thousands 
of the. lower classes are utterly destitute 
and require state aid. In England mat- 
tors are no bettor. The speeches made 
in the house of commons recently on the 
occasion of a vain attempt to induce the 
government to inquire into the causes of 
the depression presented a striking pic- 
ture oi the unfortunate condition of the 
country. English shipyards are empty. 
It, is impossible lo load a cargo of wool 
for importation into England, Rents have 
been shrinking f'-r ton years, and are still 
goino down, and the suutu process ia to he 
observed on a still larger sealo among the 
owners of property connected with trade, 
inatiLifact urea and mine. One writer 
put the loss to the country from the agri- 
cultural depression at sStlfiO ,000,000 to 
STnO.OtXl.OOO; another at $1, 000,000,000. 
The bad effects of this are not confined to 
ils displacement of labor in the ordinary 
ways. It is permanently alienating the 
young and viyuruiis from the soil. They 
are abandoning what they believe is a 
ruined industry. The farmers are ex- 
periencing difficulty in gutting good men, 
and the industries of the cities are losing 
the source of their supply of reinforce- 
ments from the country people. This, if 
it ci »tinucs, will prove to he a fatal blow 
auaiust the future -success uf the indus- 
tries of the country. Another evidence 
of the ebb of industrial prosperity is the 
decrease in .some of the more important 
exports ef the country. Comparing the 
exports of woolen and worsted goods of 
the last ten years with those of the pre- 
ceding ten, there has been a decline of ">0 
per cent. In cutlery and hardware the 
decline is If) per emit. ; in earthenware, 
.!!, per cent.; in linen, li.[ per cent. At 
present 30 per cent, of the population of 
the east end uf London is out of employ- 
ment. It is hard to tell what is the rea- 
son of this state of atfairs, not only in 
England but ail over the world, and it is 
harder still to discover by what means ar- 
rested industry is to be quickened. The 
problem is a si ramp 1 one; with over -pro- 
duction in every depaument there arc yet 
millions without the necessaries of life. 
The problem of the unequal distribution 
of wealth is presenting itself more forci- 
bly than ever, and when starvation is 
staring thetn in the face men arc not to 
be wondered at for listening to the voice 
uf those who would undermine the state, 
giving as their motive the redress of the 
poor mans wrongs. Ilawever, danger 
from communists is less tu be dreaded in 
England than in any other country, for 
her people, from the highest to the low - 
est, are loyal to their sovereign, on whom 
they look, not only as a ruler, but as a 
benign friend and protector.

From 10 
to 20 per cent, tiro lost in transporta- 
tion. Those partly spoiled are made 
into cheap confectionery; the others aro 
burned, shell and all, and ground up 
into what is called spioo mixture, which 
is used to adulterate pepper, cinnamon, 
allspice, etc. There is thus but littlo 
loss or damage except to tho con- 
science. 



HOTEL LIFIO. 



"So you think hotel life is gaining in 
popularity?" ventured a Journal re- 
porter to Mr. Welch, of the St. Nich- 
olas. The conversation had turned on 
holols, their conveniences, the guests, 
and the strange sights hotol men see. 

"Yes, sir; for those who can afford 
tho comfort and conveniences of hotel 
life it is growing moro popular year by 
year. In a well-appointed, tirst-class 
hotel people can livo undisturbed by 
tho various ills that housekeeping is 
heir to, and the time will como when 
half tho well-to-do people of the city 
will inhabit its lirst-class hotels." 

"And if yon were asked the cause of 
tho growing popularity what would you 
say?" 

"I would'givo two reasons promin- 
ent among the many that I might 
name. Tho richer class of people, who 
divide their time among the south in 
winter and tho northern watering- 
places in summer, varied with an oc- 
casional trip to Europe, find that their 
comings and goings can be done with 
much less discomfort and less expense 
by living in a hotel than if they were 
maintaining an establishment of their 
own. With such people comfort and 
convenience, tho avoidance of unneces- 
sary bother and aggravating delay, 
enter moro into their calculation than 
does oxpense." 

"You mon lion two reasons?" 

"The other is that the male members 
of families living in hotels aro generally 
mon in activo business pursuits, only 
home at moal-times and in tho even- 
ings. They do not wish to have fhoir 
wives burdened with tho innumerable 
cares of a household, tho trouble and 
vexation of servants, and tho exactions 
of tho family cares generally. To such 
a separate establishment, us rents go 
now, is moro expensive and loss com- 
fortable. Taking rout, the cost of lino 
furniture, and tho expense of a corps 
of servants, there is no comparison be- 
tween the two modes of living." 

"Yes, but that class of guests must 
bo very exacting in thoir demands at a 
hotel." 

"Thoro's whore you and probably 
others make a great mistake. Of till 
the pooplo who use holols they aro tho 
least troublesomo and exacting. In 
fact, thoy aro tho easiest to please. 
They aro accustomed to good living, a 
woll-servod table, finely furnished 
rooms, obediont and obliging servants, 
and when thoy find all these at their 
command that is all thoy ask. They 
know just what tho service of a lirst- 
class hotel is; thoy know that there is 
somebody always roady to satisfy thoir 
least want and that every convenience 
of tho house is at thoir disposal. Oh, 
no, wo never havo trouble with them." 

"Thon who aro tho pooplo that do 
give trouble?" 

"Well, probably tho most trouble- 
somo are pooplo from tho country un- 
used to stopping at hotels. Thoy havo 
an exaggerated idea of their own im- 
portance, and think that everybody 
about tho house must dance attendance 
on them. They seem bent on giving 
all the trouble they can, and make 
themselves and others uncomfortable. 
But should thoy stay at the hotels a 
month or so, it's wonderful to nolo tho 
change that takes place. They soon 
find out that thoir comfort and convon- 
voniouco are tho two things most 
thought of by tho proprietor, and they 
fall right into the groove and lind that 
thoy havo simply to go on living and 
bo happy." 

"Is there not some danger that tho 
increasing popularity of the fashion- 
able Hats will result injuriously to tho 
hotels?" 

"1 think not. In the first place, the 
expense of living in these stylish 
apartment-houses is much greater. In 
tho host of them suits for a family 
rango from $2,000 to $10,000 a year, 
and this means the ban 1 wall* no 
furniture and no meals. Still, thoy are 
growing moro popular every day. and, 
as tho best hotels tiro losing none of 
their wealthy guests, 1 can only sur- 
mise that the number of people able to 
livo in theso houses and In holols in the 
city is receiving constant accessions." 

"Do people marry from thoir hotel?" 

"Why, certainly; that's one of the 
natural concomitants of hotol life. 
Anil how much pleasantor it is! Tho 
groom has but to give a single order to 
the proprietor specifying just what is 
wantod, and an army of servants aro 
ready to carry out tho arrangements 
without a hitch. Hotol weddings aro 
getting to bo common il faut — so much 
so that 1 know of two to como off this 
fall whero tho parties bare their own 
houses, but, preferring tho thorough 
system of a hotel, have given mo their 
orders." — N. V. Morning Journal.

The ingot, when cold, is 
forced between stool rollors until a 
long, thin ribbon is produoed, of which 
the proportion of gold and brass is tho 
same as of tho insot. Tho percentage 
of gcAd is reduced as low as 2 and 3 
per cent. This rolled gold is used in 
making choap bracelets and watch 
chains, and costs but littlo moro than 
brass, it wears from one to ton years.
